The really hygienic way to apply 
powder to the face is to use bits of 
soft cleth or absorbent cotton, which 
are discarded after being used once.

That isn’t always convenient, how- 
ever, so the next best thing is to 
apply the same meticulous principles 
of cleanliness to the tiny compact pad 
or whatever other form of “wiper” 
you use. The little pads are so inex- 

pensive you could have a half dozen ons 
hand and a fresh one inserted at least 
daily. Soft camel hair puffs are easily 
washed in soapy water and rinsed in 
soapy water, not clear, to preserve 
their fluffy quality.

Judging from the list of entries al- 
ready received for the national collegi- 
ate swimming meet at Northwestern 
university April 10 and 11, the Purple 
paddlers appear to be topheavy fa- 
vorites to retain their title as cham- 
pions.

None of the western entries, with the 
exception of Minmesota and the Purple, 
are expected to cut much of a figure in 
the team totals, but all have stellar 
men in at least one event who should 
prove to be point winners.
